PUBLIC NOTICE NO. 34—ITC(PN) /78 
New Delhi, the 16th May, 1978 
IMPORT TRADE CONTROL 

Subject :—Import of goods as personal baggage. 

F, No, 5(2)/77-78 —BIS. —Attention is invited to the 
Ministry of Finance, Department of Revenue and Insurance, 
New Delhi Notification No. 101 CUS dated the 16th May, 1978 
No. 102 CUS dated 16th May, 1978, No. 103 CUS dated 
16th May, 1978 and 105 CUS dated 16th May, 1978 appli¬ 
cable to passengers arriving from any country other than 
Pakistan or Nepal, 

2. Sub-Clause 11(1) (ft) of the Imports Control Order, 
1955, as amended, already exempts from the operation of the 
said Order the goods imported as passenger baggage to the 
extent permissible under the Baggage Rules for the time being 
in force. 

3. (1) In addition, a non-tourist passenger may also be 
allowed to import, without an import licence, but on payment 
of customs duty, items of personal or household effects, 
except television set, air-conditioner, refrigerator and deep 
freeze, for his own use or for use of his family upto a total 
value of Rs. 2,000, provided that :— 

(a) the value of small articles like peifumes cosmetics, 
synthetic or blended fabrics and garments does not 
exceed Rs. 500. 

(b) the irnpOLt of a file arm shall be subject to the 
condition that : — 

(i) a passenger has not imported or otherwise ac¬ 
quired a foreign-made fire-arm of the same cate¬ 
gory duiing the last ten years ; 

"Explanation :-—Foi this purpose, revolver and pistol 
will be considered as fire arm of one category and 
gun and rifle as fire arm of another categoiy; 

(ii) In the case of revolver and pistol, they are of .32 
or smaller bore ; and 

(iii) The fire arm shall not be sold, gifted or given 
to a retainer or otherwise parted with for a period 
of five years from the date of clearance. 

(2) Subject to the proviso (a) and (b) mentioned under 
sub-para (J) above, a non-tourist who has been engaged in 
his profession abroad for over three months, may be allowed 
to import without an import licence, blit on payment of cus¬ 
toms duty, items of personal and household effects upto a 
value of Rs. 5,000, if they are for the use of the passenger 
or his family ; provided that airconditioncr, refrigerator and 
deep freeze, may be imported on payment of duty, including 
additional duty equivalent to the Central Excise duty payable 
on a like article produced in India. 

4. A tourist of Indian origin, whether holding an Indian 
passport or a foreign passport, who is normally resident 
abioatl, may be allowed to import, without an import licence, 
but on payment of customs duty, in convertiable foreign 
cuircncy, items of personal or household effects except fire 
aim, television set, airconditioncr, refrigerator and deep 
ficezc, for presentation as gifts or souvenirs to friends and 
relatives, upto a value of Rs. 5,000 and subject to the pro- 
visio (a) of sub-para 3(1) above. 

5. The value limits set out in paras 3(1), 3(2) and 4 
above will, however, not apply where a passenger imports 
a single article other than a fire arm or ammunition. 

6. 1 he above concessions may be allowed provided the pro¬ 
per officer of the customs is satisfied that the items arc being 
imported for bonafide use of the passenger or his family or 
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for making a gift or souvenir, as the case may be, and 
subject to the condition that they shall not be sold, displayed, 
advertised or offered for sale or displayed in a shop until 

(a) in the case of fire arms and TV sets, they have been 
used for a period of not less than five years from 
the date of clearance by such person, or passenger 
or member of the crew, or 

(b) in the case of other goods when the market price 
is depreciated to less than 50 per cent of their mar¬ 
ket price when new. 

7. In addition, clearance of one dog and other domestic 
pets like cats and birds in a limited number may be allowed 
without Trade Control restrictions on furnishing the following 
health certificates to the Customs authorities :— 

(i) A health certificate from a Veterinary Officer autho¬ 
rised to issue a valid certificate by the Government 
in the country of export to the effect that the dog 
Imported is free from Aujossky’s disease Distemper, 
Rabies, Leishmaniasis and Leptospirosis and iu the 
case of cats from Rabies and Distemper. 


(ii) In the case of import of dogs and cats originating 
from countries where Rabies infection is known to 
exist, a health certificate containing a record of 
vaccination, the vaccine used, brew of the vaccine 
and the name of the production laboratory and to 
the effect that the dog /cat w hs vaccinated against 
Rabies more than one month, but within 12 months 
prior to actual embarkation with nervous issue vac¬ 
cine or within 36 months with chicken embryo 
vaccine, both the vaccines having previously passed 
satisfactory potency tests. 

(iii) In the case of parrots, a certificate to the effect 
that the parrots w r ere subjected to a compliment 
fixation test for Psittaoosis with negative results 
within 30 days prior to actual embarkations.
